Cuts City's Expense 


The total expense to the city for changes in 


pavements, sewers and other necessary work 
would not be over $25,000, and the council made 
an amendment to the original ordinance grant- 
ing the road the right to elevate its tracks, auth- 
orizing the expenditure of that amount of mon- 
ey. It was estimated that the work that the city 
would have to do would amount to $89,300, and 
the railroad agreed to pay the amount over $25,- 
000 that the city might otherwise be liable for. 


The officials also stated that the improve- 


ment would mean the expenditure of $2,500,000 
and that the company were anxious to begin 
work as soon as possible. 


The city granted the railroad the right to 


elevate its tracks through the city, in June, 1913. 
Nothing was done for a year or two, but a«tart 
was made in 1917-18. Everything was coming 
along fine until the great World's War stepped 
in and many of the laborers went to their home 
countries to fight. Finally as the war progressed 
work stopped entirely, and the machinery was 
shipped to other points. Meanwhile the unsight- 
ly wooden piles surmounted with ties and tracks 
passed through the city, and were a menace to 
traffic at every street crossing the tracks^ 


Work Long Delayed 


The government took over the railroads dur- 


ing the war, and the work has stood still ever 
since. The New York Central jpeople promised 
ihat Elyria would be the first city on its entire 
system to receive consideration when improv- 
ing the system was once more begun. Mayor 
.Jones has been working with the officials quiet- 
ly, and has had a number of meetings with them 
that he has kept still about-until the final assur- 
ance was received officially that work would be 
started. 


The new improvement includes the building 


of a new depot at the corner of East avenue and

GOMPERS AND RUSSIA 


( ' 
Gompers says that.the recognition by the United 


States of the government of Russia would be a betrayal! 
of civilization. He says, ''Until there is some govern- 
ment established there by the people of Russia, the 
United States should never recognize it." 


Mr. Gompers comes in rather late in the drama to i 


expect to be a headliner very long on this matter. 
\ 


If the recognition by America depended upon the ! 


majority of the people acclaiming the particular officials, 
or the government itself of another country, there are a 
good many governments with which we would not be on 
diplomatic relations. 


We never, heard of Samuel Gompers suggesting that 


'America should sever diplomatic relations with the Rus- 
sian government when the czar was in power. We pre- 
sume however that this was because that was a govern- 
ment of the people and by the people. 


If Mr. Gompers would read history a little more 


carefully, he would learn that the recognition of new 
governments by any nations is not based upon the ap- 
proval of such government, nor the means by which that 
government had gained ascendancy, but it is decided in 
answer to the questions—is it an established govern- 
ment? Has it permanence? Is it the de facto govern- 
ment? Is it ruling? Judged by the answers to these 
various questions the Russian government is entitled 


. to recognition. 


We are afraid that Mr. Gompers is stirred, not so 


much by his hostility to the Russian form of the govern- 
ment, as he is by the idea that big business is going to 
profit by the recognition of Russia. 


It was only a little while ago when certain forces in 


the United States were using the fear of and hostile feel- 
ing toward bolshevism to destroy the legitimate activi- 
ties of labor. That fear and hostility were largely 
brought about by a propaganda which was based upon 
misinformation and misrepresentation. At that time 
Mr. Gompers said nothing. 


Now when the truth is coming clear, when the logic 


of events politically and commercially is f oreing a recog- 
nition of the de facto government of Russia, Gompers 
hates to see it. He charges that all those who favor it 
are guilty of accepting bribes, or various crimes. 


We have admired much of the work that Mr. Gom- 


pers has done in the field of trade unionism. But he has 
always been a yard switch engine after all.
